Paignton  Harbour  and  Main  Drainage  Scheme 

Consequent  upon  engineering  work  concerned  with  the  relaying  and 
improvement  of  the  main  storm  water  drainage  system  in  Paignton  it  was 
necessary  to  lay  a  66"  storm  water  sewer  and  outfall  across  the  bed  of  the 
harbour o  To  facilitate  this  a  dam  was  built  across  the  harbour  mouth  and 
the  harbour  was  pumped  dry«  It  was  closed  to  large  boats  from  mid-November 
1961,  and  to  all  boats  from  mid-January  and  was  re-opened  by  the  end  of 
March,  1962*
